MarkaMardin 


NICK MAG PRESENTS: How was Teeny Weeny 
created? 

I was just doodling and trying 
to come up with one of those little comic strips that 
run along the bottom of the Comic Book [in Nick 
Mag|—and that’s what came out of the doodling. 


Did you play with your food as a kid? 

Yes, I did. I still do. I don’t do anything that’s dis- 
gusting, but I still move it around on my plate and 
make shapes out of it. I don’t use my hands or do 
anything gross.

NICK MAG PRESENTS: How did you create 

Impy and Wormer? 

JAMES KOCHALKA: Once I decided to make them 
bugs, it was easy. The worm was just a little floppy hot 
dog shape. I gave the other bug big eyes to make him 
look goofy. I didn’t give him arms because all the charac- 
ters ever do is talk, so he didn’t need them. 


How do you come up with ideas for new strips? 
I draw the first panel, then I have the characters say 
something, and then I think of what they say next. I have 
no idea what the punch line will be when I start drawing. 


What do you do if you see a worm on a sidewalk 
when you’re walking down the street? 

I’m a well-known worm rescuer. If I see 

a worm in a puddle in a rainstorm, I'll 
save him. And if I find a bug in the 
house, I pick it up and put it outside. 


If you could carry one of the 
guys in your pocket all day, 
who would it be?
